A-very serious affair, in aomo respects &

somo German mail sailors are again the 
offenders. It appoars that four mon 
engaged as stewards on board the Olden- 
burg, Captain Gathemann, took *rickshas 
last night in Fronchtown and told the 
coolies to.take thom down to the wharf, 
They arrived at their destination about a 
quarter-past eleven, and then, according fo 
the coolies, thé sailors wanted to go on 
board their chip without paying their fare. 
The coolics endeavoured to prevent this, 
and in the scuffle ona of them was stabbed 
with a clasp-kuife in the back, Tho uufor- 
tunate cookie fell to the ground and his 
companions ran away, while the four sailors 
went on board their vessel, Two ofthem 
came ashore again shortly after and did not 
go aboard until Jato this morning. Mean. 
while the cries of the’ coolies had brought 
‘the police to: the scano;--Tho chief officer 


+ oF the ‘Oldenburg ‘was entled,.and ho and’ 


tho ‘ship's doctor immediataly: dressed tho 
coolie’s wound, and the police and ‘the 
other ogolies then went on board, tho 
vessel and tried td find the man who 
had used "the ‘knife, But he had gono 
ashore, and when Inspector Reed went 
Qown sarly this, morning and asked to 
have tha crow prmded so thet the tasn 
could be identified, Captain Gathomann, 
who had been nshoro when the occurrence: 
took plnse, vory curtly said he would not 
give up tho man without instructions from 
the Consul and ordered the Polico of bis 
ship. The Consul was then communicated 
with and the man who inflicted the wound 
was subsequently recognised by the coolios. 
‘Ho remains under arrest aboard tho Olden. 
burg aod will bo brought up for’ examina- 
tion at the German Consulate to-morrow 
morning. Although the knife used is o 
small one, tho” wound inflicted is very ac- 
rious, and it is unlikely that the irish 
coolis will bo ‘able to leave St. Luke's 
Hospital for several days to come.

FRANCO-STAMESE IMDROGLIO. 

Springfield (Mo.), duly 17.—Ovlonel , 
Boyd, Minister-residcat and Consl-Gen- 
eral of tho United States to Siam, has 
been at his home in this city for several 
months on account of ill health, Minister 
Boyd was seen ot hie residence to-day by & 
reporter and asked for his opinion in regard 
to the difficulty between Sinm and Franes. 
Tho Minister talked very freely and said 
that his sympathy was entirely on the side 
of Siam. . 

‘Tt is a wat of conquest,’ said Colonel, 
Boyd with sume warmtb. ‘A long time ago 
Siam once included Cambodia, By a 
shrewd diplomatic intrigue on the parl of 
Francs she obtaincd possession of that pro- 
vince through its Governor. France soon 
found that its newly acquired torritory 
really amounted to nothing for commercial | 
purposes, being disconnected from the Me- 
kong valley, Fora year the French have 
been endeavuring to get possession of the 
left bank of the Me-kong river, whish is 
very rich and fortils, extending into Lower 
Chine, tha forest wealth of this seotion 
being of greater valuc than any other forest. 
in the orient, The French have no more 
right to take that country than they have to 
auhjugate Springfield or St. Louis.’ 

“Will Englond not take a hand, and if 
80, why is she 80 indifferent at present ?” 

* England and France are silent partners. 
The ‘policy of Franco and England in the 
past and now is to make conquests of all 
the weak powcis of the East. It will not 
be long until the world will seo the true 
situation, The army of Siam is emall, but 
it is uot to be ignored edtirely in sucha war. 
Danish officers ave in command, They 
have no artillery: to compare with that of 
France, which accounts for the defeat of 
the Siamese forts by the French ships, 
Biaw could put av arniy of 100,000 in the 
field, but has no arms, The people are for

*The outlook for Siam, then, is not en- 
couraging ? 

‘Not atall. I know the King to be a 
sensihle man, aad ‘he is fully aware of the 
fact that be is powerless without nid from 
other sources, and he will not got it from 
England. He will be foreed into a humili- 
ating treaty, aud give Franco the country 
it claims, and whatever else France may 
demand.

attempt to oheck what was bad in connec- 
tion with Chinena coolie traffic. He called 
thair attention to the provisions of the 
seound part of tho Ordinanos so far as they 
boro upon the care against the Zedartos, 

ivting ont that foreign abips coming into 
Hongkong onme under the jurisdiotion of 
the Oclonial Government and muat obey the 
lawe of the Colony. Under the Chinese 
Emigration Consolidation Ordinance of 1889 
certain acta wore forbidden, and the penalty 
for contravention was forfeiture. Section 
57 set forth that‘ Before beginning to fit 
out any ship intended to be used for the 
conveyance of Chinese emigrants to be 
embarked at any port or place out of the 
Colony, # uotice to that effect shall tio given 
in writing. to the emigration officer, and 
such ‘notice shall bo signed by the owner 
and master of such ship, or in the ovent of 
the owner not being resident within the Co. 
lony by the agent and master thereof and 
in case such notice shall not have been 
given, the owner and master, or the agent 
and master of snch ship, as the cass may be 
shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Ordinance.’ Hig Lordship, however, would
